2. Claims 1-29 are presented for examination. 

3. This application is a CIP of 10/245,654 filed on 9/16/2002 now ABN, which claims the 
benefits of 60/322,911 filed on 9/17/2001. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-29 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: after carefully 
reviewing the applicant's arguments in light of the prior art of record, the examiner is convinced 
that the prior art of record does not teach finder patterns may be encoded such that they become 
separately discernable, in turn, by being subjected to a series of color filters, use of two 
simultaneous patterns, a finder pattern and a data pattern, the use of color coded data cells to 
convey a data pattern value, a finder pattern value, or an overlapping data pattern value and 
finder pattern value. These limitations in conjunction with other limitations in the claimed 
invention were not shown by the prior art of record.
